Every  noon  of 
the  day  that  the  paper  was  issued  almost  every  student  had  his  nose  in  the  news, 
even  while  he  ate.  This  is  proof  enough  that  the  diligent  work  of  the  editors,  re- 
porters, and  publishers  was  worth  while. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  semester,  a  change  in  the  staff  took  place.  Tom  Beets, 
editor,  and  Terry  Shaffer,  business  manager,  withdrew;  Amy  Cable  automatically 
took  over  the  editor's  position.  Kenneth  Butler  and  Bill  Kemmer  joined  the  group  as 
reporters,  and  the  staff  elected  Evelyn  Scolley,  associate  editor,  and  Mary  Rohr,  bus- 
iness manager.
